A. Queen Elizabeth was prompted thereto, in or- 
der to revenge herfelf upon PAi/ip 11. who, in 1588, 
had invaded Exng/and with that prodigious Fleet, 
which he filed the inwincible Armada. It confifted of 
one hundred and fifty large Men of War, having om 
board 8766 Sailors, 20%8 Galley-Slaves, 21855 Sol- 
diers, and 3165 Pieces of Cannon, and furnifhed 
with Ammunition and Provifions for fix Months,. 
Duke de Medina Ce/1 was Admiral thereof, and the: 
Duke of Parma was to join him with an Army of 
30000 Foot and 1800 Horfe, but the Engi and 
Dutch prevented his putting to Sea, by blocking up 
the Ports of Flanders with forty Men of War.

‘oved by fcattering his Money among them, but to 
eda des the Oppreflion of Taxes; yer while the 
relt Part of them were (crambling for the Gold, his 
cellency got into his Coach, which conveyed him fafe 
so the Sanctuary of Sr. Lecwis. And he was no fooner got 
‘a but he immediately commanded all che Doors of the 
Church to be fhut, as weil as of the Monaitery that be- 
d to it. 
. e People that were bufy abour the Money, at length 
perceiving that the Viceroy had fli _ out of their Hands, 
were perfectly outragious, and refolved inftantly to pull 
down the Monaitery. They went chither in a Body, and 
meeting with no Oppofitien, they battered dewn rhe firit 
great Gate, and deligned toferve the reft in the fame Man- 
ner ; demanding violently to-be releafed from the Taxes ; 
and infifting, that his Excellency fhould deliver tothem an 
Inftrumene in Writing, under his Hand and Seal, that he 
would abolith their Taxes, and confirm their Privileges to 
them and their Polterity. The Mob went on with their 
Work in pulling down the Gates ; and left the Monaftery 
fhould be pulled down roo, the Viceroy contidered how he 
fhould put a Seop to their Outrage’ ; the doing of which 
would be difficult, their Numbers increafing every Mo- 
ment. At length he thought it Prudence to open the 
Window, and {peak to them, which he did, perfuadin 
them to give over fuch violent Methods, to difperfe an 
o Home, affuring them, that there fhould be no more 
axes, but every Thing complied with to their Satisfaction. 
Neverthelefs, the People being jealous they fhould be de- 
luded, they took no Manner of Notice of the Promifes of 
the Viceroy, bur continued to batter and pull down ano- 
ther Gate, which was foon done; and fo without 
~_ Obitru€tion, they immediately entered the Mo- 
naftery. 

Things being in this Agitation, his Eminence Cardinal 
Filomarino, Archbifhop ot Naples, ufed all poffible Endea- 
vours ro appeafe tre Populace. This moft Rev. Prelate 
was always zealous and aétive in his paftoral Charge, and 
devoted all his Labours to the Service of God and the Good 
ot his Church: He, fenfible of what Calamities ufually ar- 
tend fuch Diforders, that civil Difcord and Sedition a- 
vote People, had contribured more to the Ruin aud 
Defolation of Cities and set 5 are than all the Srrata- 
gems and hoftile Attempts of foreign and profefled Ene- 
mies, And therefore, to prevent the Miferies of Fire and 
Sword that muft gests! nfue, he went in his Coach 
tothe Monaitery, and applied himfelf with great Courte- 
y and Condefcention to the Mob, intreating them, that 
they would detift from fuch violent and unjuitifiable Me- 
thods, and fubmit to have their Grievances redrefied ina 
legal Way. 7 anfwered, but refpectully enough, that 
they could not be fatistied rill the Viceroy had delivered 
tothem the Initrument they had demanded, which was to 
confirm a Releafe of all the Taxes, efpecially thofe laid up. 
on Corn and Frujt. His Eminence replied, that he would 
be an Advocate for them, and endeavour to obtain it: And 
fo going out of his Coach, he went in Perfon through the 


Thickett of the People, who made way for him, till he © 


came to another Gate rhat was in immediate Danger of be- 
ing pulied down by the Mob. But as foon as they faw the 
Archbithop, the Heat of their Kage was a little abated ; 
tor they proieffed the moft Reverence and Venera- 
ten for him: However, they infi upon a Redrefs of 
their Grievances, and that che Taxes might be abolithed. 
Tbe Archbithop promifed to ufe his Interett, and engaged 
‘9 ‘Ge them che Initrument figned and fealed in the 


Manner they defired. But confidering, that if he leit she 
People, and waited in Perfon upon the Viceroy, they 
mighe return to their former Fury and Dittraction, he 
thought it more Prudential to fend a Meflenger to his Fx- 
cellency, with an Excufe that he did not come himfit ; 
and defiring, that he would fend the Inftrument conhrm- 
ed as it fhould be, with all poffible Difparch. The Chare: 
was foon drawn up, figned, fealed, and fent to rhe Arch- 
bifhop, with a Defire ace the fame Time, thar he would 
deliver it with his own Hands to the People. He imme- 
diately ftepped into his Coach, and holding the writen 
Inftrument in his Hand vifibly, thacevery one might tcc 
it, he drove away without Oppofition, drawing the whoic 
Body of the Mob after him all along Tolede-Street ; ever, 
one prefling cowards the Coach to be {atistied what it con. 
tained. The Coach ftopped in a convenient Pace ; and 
the Archbifhop read our the Charter to the People; 
which was no fooner done, but they cried out one sad all, 
that they were cheated and impofed upon ; for chart Initrue 
ment fignified no more, than that the Tax upon Fruit, 
and feven Carlines upon Whear, were taken off : Bur they 
infifted, that mott, if not al! of the other Taxes fhould 
be abolifhed ; efpecially thofe that were impofed fince 
Charlies V. The Archbifhop perceiving that no healing 
Meafures would be heard while the Mob continued in thie 
Ferment, arte the ree to the Head of the 
People, who was appointed for that Purpofe ; and then re. 
tired to his Palace Sichout Oppolition. a 

The Mob who followed the Cardinal, finding they 
were cheated, hafted away to the great Market-place, 
where a great Multitude of their Comrades were gor to. 
gether ; and having given an Account of the Inftrumenr, 
they came to a Refolution, That it was bur Satisfaétion in 
Part; that their Grievances were ftill unredrefied ; theres 
fore it was neceflary for the common Defence of the tairh- 
ful People of Naples, (for this wasthe Title by which they 
diftinguifhed themfelves) to form themf{elves into regular 
Bedies, and to lift a fufficienc Number of Men, co alfitt 
them in recovering their 7~— and procuring them 4 
total Difcharge from Taxes, Then they broke up ; anda 
Party of them, confifting of Thoufands of Mcn and Boys, 
marched direstly tothe Palace; and anorher Company took 
their Way towards the Monaftery of Sc. Lecvis, and rc- 
folved to force upon the Gates, which by this Time were 
fortified againft them. The firft Attack was made upon 
that Part of the Monaftery whcre many Lords and Ladiee, 
and Perfons of the firft Quality had taken Shelrer: But 
they were acre a» fed by the Spanifh Guards ; and 
particularly, a Caprain laid about him furioufly with his 
Sword, and the Soldiers fired upon them with their Muf- 
kets ; which did Execution among the Rabble, many of 
whom were deadupon the Spor. During this Encounter, 
the Ladies took the Opportunity to retire, and to fecure 
themfelves in the Friars Cells ; and the Viceroy, by rhe 
Affiftance of the Abbot of the Convent found an Oppor- 
tunity to feale che Walls, and got fafely to the Monaftery 
of $efuits ; from whence he was foon removed by fome or 
his Spaniards, who carried him in an old Sedan, and lodged 
him in the Caftle of Se. Elmo. 

Ir was foon rumoured abroad, that the Viceroy had 
made his Eicape out of the Monattery, which put a Scop 
co any further Outrage upon that Place: For, the Rabble 
drew off together, and marched directly to the Palace, 
which they refolved to poflefs themfeives of by difarmin 
the Spaniards that kepe the Guards: Buc they compound. 
od by delivering tothe Rabble their Drums and Haif-pikes’; 
and their Swords and Muskets they were allowed to keep. 
In this Diftrattion they left the Palace, and difperfed 
themfe}ves to ali Quarters of the City, where aay of the 
Spanifo Guards were fer ; whom chey immedia ely atigck- 
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ed, and took a their Arms. Then they marched into 
the Suburb of Chiazia, to the Palace of Don Tiberio de 
Garaffa, Prince of Biignano, who was Field-Motter, and 
Colonel-General of the Battalion of Naples. This Noble- 
man, by his Affability, and good Qualities, had recom- 
mended himfeif to the Affection of the People, who per- 
fectly adored him, and in this Exigency depended much 
upon his Proreétion and Advice. They addreffed -him 
with great Refpect and Submiffion, and inrreared him to 
be their Detender, and intercede for them with the Vi- 
ceroy, that the cruel Oppreffion of the Taxes might be ta- 
ken off, and their Privileges be confirmed to them, asthey 
were Eltabiifhed by Charles V. 

Burt before the Prince of Bifignano could fend his An- 
{wer to the People, a great Number of Men ran furioufly 
to the Toll-Houfe, where they exacted the Tax upon 
Fruit at Chiagia, and immediately fer fire to the Houfe, 
and burnc it down to the Ground, with all the Books of 
Accounts and Enrries, Furniture and Goods chat were in it. 
Tne Mob {till increafed by continual Supplies: The Sub- 
urbs were filled with the contufed Mulrueude of People : 
And the Heads of them obferving their Numbers, divid- 
ed them into two Squadrons, or rather into two Armies. 
By this Time, the Prince of Bifienano came out among 
them on Horfeback. A Company of the lefler Boys drew 
up ina Circle about him, and cried, no Impofitions, no 
Taxes. He defired them to obferve fome Order, and not 
rvin themfelves and the City of Naples by fuch violent 
Proceedings; tor nothing could be done in fuch Heat and 
Diltraction ; and, as for the Taxes he promifed they 
fhouid foon be taken off. Bur the People, not at all fatis- 
fied kept up the Cry, and conducting the Prince by the 
Palace and the Cattle, and the moit popular Streets of the 
City, they brougie him at Jaft to the great Market-place, 
Here were got together above 50,000 of the Rabble all 
uniting ina general Outcry, down with the Taxes, down 
with the Taxes. The Prince was aftonifhed at the Fur 
of the Multitude, and concluded it impoffible to appeafe 
them; he fpoketothem in the moft obliging Terms, and 
alfured them of his Inclinations to ferve them: But all to 
no Purpofe, till at laft he confidered that Religion might 
pofibly make Impreffion upon their Minds ; and the 
Church of the we of Carmine being conveniently at 
Hand, led them thither; and placing himfelf upon an E- 
minence, from whence he might be bows witha Qrucifix 
jn his Hands, he intreated them in the molt folemn Man. 
ner: He prayed, exhorted and conjured them, by the Paf. 
fion and Love ot God, and for the Sake of the Blefled Vir- 
gin his Patronefs that they would give over their Rage, 
and fuffer their Affairs to be fertled in a reguiar Way : He 

romiled them, and gave his Oath for ‘ir, that he would 
intercede for them to the Viceroy, and obtain a Redrefs of 
their Gricvances to their full Satisfaction, But the People, 
ever jealous of their Priveleges, cried out, chat Words 
aiid Promifes were but Wind ; and that they would never 
difperfe, and let che Power flip out of their Hands, till 
the Taxes were abolifhed, and they were eftablifhed in 
their Liberties, The Prince perceiving their Fury was not 
to be oppofed, led them out of the Church again into the 
Market-Placc, and continued with them, hoping that an 
Opportunity might offer when they would hearken to 
Reafon : And he often applied to them for that Purpofe, 
and affured ehem, that he would make their Caufe his 
own, which he would never give up, till the Peace and 
Privileges of the City were fettled upon the Footing they 
defired. But though they behaved to him with outward 
Refpeft, yer they were in roo great a Ferment to fubfide 
and grow coul by Perfuafions only. 

The Myltirude encreafed every Moment ; and fiefh Ree 
etuirs flocked in from ali Corners of the City. This ad- 
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ditional Srrength made them more outragious ; 
marched ie pelt Body, to the Prone of cet tt df 
d Agnone, and ot Santa Archangelo ; which they refolyved 
to torce and break open. The Keepers, aflitted by a 
Company of Guards, attempted ‘te refit; ‘bur they were 
foon bore down, and with much ado got off. The 
Gatcs flew open, which they immediately unhinged, and 
threw into the Street, which was followed by a : 
Goal Delivery ; and all the Prifoners were fer at Liberty 
Then they tell ro ftripping the Rooms and rifling what. 
cver came to their Hands; and finding the Records and 
Court-books, which contained the Proceedings ageing 
the Prifoners, they core them in Pieces, and made a Fire 
of them, in which they were burat to Afhes. In the 
fame Manner they ferved the Prifons that belonged to the 
Manufalures of Wool and Silk; and notwithitandi 
the Reverence they profefled to the Perfon of the Agch. 
bifhop, aes they broke open the Prifon that was his Pe. 
culias ; burnt the Journals of the Court, and let our the 
Prifoners. 

They next directed their Courfe to the Prifons of the 
Nunciatura, and of the Viearia, which they determined to 
Force as they had done the reft: But {ome of them were 
againit this Violence; for they intifted, That they were 
Royal Prifons, and formerly had been Palaces of their 
Kings; and therefore were to be treated with more Ree 
ipett. But this Argument was rejected by the major Part of 
the Rabble, who attack’d the Gates with their ufual Fury, 
The Keepers and Warders within, were prepared to re. 
ceive a Vifit from them, and foa fharp Encounter follow. 
ed. But at laft, with much. Perfuafion, the Prince of 
Bifignano, whom they thus obliged to go along with them, 

t an End to the Encounter; tor he told them, that the 

rifoners, within, were none but Foreigners, Murderers, 
and Thieves ; and to give Liberty to fuch Villains was to 
loofe 2 Pack of Wolves, who would foon return to their 
old Trade of robbing and cutting of Throars. 

Their next Attempt was dreadful indeed; for they fee 
no Bounds to their Fury. They fteered away from thefe 
Prifons, whieh happened to efcape, towards the Dogana, 
or Toll-houfe for Corn; and which was really terri- 
ble to behold) they carried Faggots upon their Backs, and 
Fire and Pitch in their Hands, and forcing open the Gares 
they made a Pile, and fet all on Fire. The Building was 
foon confumed ; but they would not ftir off the Spot till 
every Thing was reduced to Afhes. 

The Prince of Bifignano was aftonifhed at their Rage, 
and ufed all poflible Arts to prevent this Mifchief. But 
nothing could appeafe the Madnefs of the enraged Popu- 
lace ; and all the Arguments he could ufe, rather encreal- 
ed than abated the Diftra€tion. This Exploit concluded 
in the Deftruction of vait Quantities of Corn that was 
laid up ; great Sums of Moncy that belonged to the Or 
ficers of the Toll-houfe; and all the Furnicureeand 
on neat which promifcuoufly perifhed in the 
Flames. 

Having glutted themfélves with his horrid Spectacle, 
they ali ot them drew off, and then went up to 
the Piazza of St. Lamrence’s Church. Hither the Prince 
of Bifignano followed them, and tho’ he could promile 
him{elt no great Succefs, yet he continued toufe his Endea- 
vours to rcitore Peace to rhe City ; but the Torrent was 
too ftrong tu be oppefed ; all Perfuafion was to no Pur 
poic, being loft and confounded by the Noife of the 
Multitude ; whole Spirits were too much enflamed to 
be argued into Temper. They attempted to enter 
the Church, and by that Means get into rhe Cloyiters, 
which was the Way leading to the Steeple, where the 
great Bell hang: Buc they met with a ftrong “a=

We fhall mow return to Mr. Parfons, while in 
»taidftone Goal, where he continued to play his ro. 
oh Tricks. One Thomas Rogers, who was a Fel- 
low Prifoner with him, and who had got about 30 
or 4ol. together to take abroad with him, he ex- 


pecing to be trantported, which Parions underftand- 
ing, piyed very fweet with him, and told him he 
would truft him with a Secret, if he could contrive 
to get any Rody who would be faithful to them ; 
Epon which Rogers faid he had a Brother-in-Law, 
who lived in Maiditone, that might be trufted with 
any Thing ; whercupon Parfons faic, that fome 
Years before he had robbed a foreign Ambaflador, 
and had hid a great Parcel of rich Jewels, &c. ina 
Place where his Brother might go and fetch them, 
and he and Parfons might take them abroad with 
them; by which Scheme he got about 1o Pounds 
out of Rogers, and Rogers’s Brother-in-Law, Mr. 
William Lott, who lives in Maiditone, went to the 
Place directed, but there was nothing to be found. 

Then Parfons pretended they had been taken away 
unknown to him, and that he had a Quantity of fine 
Cloaths, and other valuable Things, in a Chef at his 
late Lodgings at Wand{worth, which he would fend 
for, if he, Rogers, would advance him fome more 
Money ; but Rogers, who had been bit before, began 
to fufpect the Intention, and would advance no more 
Money: Parfons however fetched him round again, 
and told him, that the young Lady Milfs T'—s, (who 
followed Mr. Parfons in his Confinement to Maid- 
tone) would be bound for the fame, and then Ro- 
gers took her Note as a Security, payable to Wil- 
liam Lott, and advane’d him about g Pounds more ; 
but when Mr. Lott went to the Place at Wandi- 
worth, there was not half-the Things there that Par- 
fons had told him; and they left for four ‘Vimes 
their Value. 

Mr. Parfons’s Behaviour being fo very much of 
the Gentleman, as indeed it muft be allow’d no Man, 
to outward Appearance, could behave better, he gain- 
ed the Afeendant of Mr. Carey, the Keeper of Maid- 
tone Goal, fo far, that he took him of Days into his 
own Apartment, and he eat and drank as he did, 
‘(aough the Frauds he put upon Rogers, his Fellow 
‘ritoner, did not any Ways contribute towards be- 
“ucving any ‘Thing he faid. 

Vartons often pretended, that this and that Day he 
ould have Remittances from his Father and Friends, 
and by this Means he got in Debt and deceived every 
Lody that had Credulity enough to truft him ; but be- 


ing informed he was to be tranfported for Life, he

In Sept. 1749, he was brought from Maidftone 
Goal to Gravefend, and there put on board the 
Thames, Capt. Dobbins, where were upwards of 1 
more People, under the fame Circumitances as him 
felf, on board which Ship Mifs T--—s took | cave 
of him, and was landed on the Effex Shore; it bar 
ing been cdilcovered, that a Warrant was out acaintt 
her, trom the Sheriff of Kent, to arreft her forthe 
Money the had given a Note for to Rogers's Brothe: 
in Law, which Parfons had defrauded the Man of, 
as is jult before related. 

Mr. Parfons’s Father, on finding his Son was or- 
dered for Tranfportation, began to confider him, 
and accordingly wrote to Mr. Bruerton, near St. 
James’s Church, who agreed for his Paflage over in 
the Steerage of the Ship, fo that he micht not be 
put among the common People; and Parions had 
likewife a large Cheft of Cloaths with him; and 
a fettled Annuity to be paid him there of 39 Pounds 
a Year Sterling, at 71. 10s. a Quarter. His Beha- 
viour was exceeding well in their Paflage over; and 
Mr. Parfons having fo much the Appearance of a 
Gentleman, efpeciaily in Deportment and Words, 
that Capt. Dobbins made hin his Companion, and 
he lay in the Cabbin the whole Voyage. 

The Ship which Parfons went over in, being de- 
ftin’d for Anapolis Royal in Amevica, Mr. Partons 
on his going athore there, took-up his Lodgings at 
the Houle of one Mr. Middleton, the Duke's Head, 
“all he could find proper Conveyance for iinilelf to 
go to another Place, where his Annully was to 
be paid him ; for as all Perfons who are tran{ported, 
though they agree with the Merchant for their Free- 
dom when there, and with the Captain for their Paf- 
fage, yet they are known tobe ‘lran{ports, and fo 
confequently are look’d on in a feandalous Manner - 
And for this Reafon it was that the Annusy which 
his Father had {ettled on him, was not to be paid where 
the Ship was bound to, tho’ to enable Mr. Parfons to 
go from any IJiland in America he fhould be landed 
at, there was five Guineas put into one of the Pockets 
of the Cloathes that were in the Cheft, and which 
he was no’, nor did not touch ‘till he was Janded. 

Before | proceed to give any farther Account of 
him when Abroad, I flrall make a {mall - Digreffion, 
only to relate a ‘Lranfaction winch L omitted in its 

proper !lace. 

i have before obferved, that Parfons had made 
over his Title to the Reverfion of an Eftate at Ep- 
fom to different People ; but as one-Particular wa 
fomewhat more remarkable than others (though it 
muft have been deemed an excellent one if he had 
fucceeded with the Attorney fince his Commitment 
to Newgate for the 300 1.) I fhall give it a Place. 

Parfons having a Friend who cousted a Gentlewo- 


man: 
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1) an worth a pretty deal of ready Money, whom his 
Lriend wauted to be married to; but being poor, 
ang nothing to recommend him but his own Ajiurance, 
re found the ‘Thing would not fucceed, and was for 
declining the Affair. Parfons being afiured that the 
(sentlewoman was wosth Moncey, propofed to his Ac- 
yuaintance, if he would give him a hundred Pounds 
his ilarriage, be, Parions, would make over an 
‘itate to him, which he had the Reverfion of at 
i. pfom ; which being agreed on, the Writings were 
drawa up, and exeeuted in all due Form, by a Gen- 
ileman in the Practice of the Law, of as good Cha- 
racter and Inteyrity in his Profeflion, as any Man 
atever. ‘Lhe Scheme of going to fuch a Gentle- 
in, Was to make the Thing appear more feafible, 
ind a Judgment was confefs’d, and entered up for 
the fame. 

Mr. Parfon’s Friend now having Pofleffion of thefe 
Writings, it appeared plain to the Gentlewoman, 
that he wasa Man of fome Confequence, (though 
rothing more than a Gametter) fo they were married. 
Soon after the Marriage, the Gentlewoman parted 
with goo I, to her Spoute, who according to Agree- 
ment gave Mr. Parfon’s the 100 1. 

{ {hall now proceed to what happened at Anapolis 
Loyal, while Mr. Parfons lodged at Mr. Midaleton’s. 
tic was no fooner on Shore, than he got the good 
Opinion of thofe whom he converfed with, by his 
Gentleman-like Behaviour ; but it was not long be- 
tore he loft the Eiteem he had fo obtained ; for ha- 
ving reported in Company, behind Captain Dobbins’s 
Back, fome {candalous Things, as that Captain Dob- 
bins had not behaved well to his People in the 
Voyage, that he gave them bad Provifions, and o- 
ther Things equally falfe, Captain Dobbins went to 
him and caned him, as at firft imagining that a fuffi- 
cient Reproof to one fo much beneath a Man of any 
ffonour ; but thinking that not a Juttification of his 
Jehaviour on the Voyage,he infifted to have the Mat- 
ter heard there before fome of the Magiftrates of the 
Place, and the People examined, which was accord- 
ingly done, and all that Parfons had reported was 
proved to be notorioufly falfe, and Parfons was from 
that Time defpited by all Sorts of People, and look’d 
upon asa Scoundrel for reporting any Thing bad of 
Captain Dobbins, whofe Character was that of a 
Gentleman of the itrictett Honour and Generofity to 
ail under his Command. 

Parfons was angry with the contemptable Man- 
ner Capt. Dobbins had ufed him, in caning him pub- 
lickly, and began to {wagger, and threatened to fhoot 

the Captain, and got a Piitol, as he faid, for that 
Vurpale; but it was not long before Capt. Dobbins 
he ard of it, and went to him, where the Piftol lay be- 
fore hun, when Parfons, inftead of making ufe of his 
W'capon as he pretended, had recourfe to his common 
Friend, his pelavering Tongue, and was for begging 
the Cartain’s Pardon, and denying what he had {aid ; 
bowever, the Captain gave him a fecond Difcipline 
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with his Cane, which he thought was fufficient Chay 
tifement for fuch a Sycophant. 

Indeed, it muft be allow’d, it was very wicked in 
Parfons to ufe the Captain ill, who had been fo king 
to him in the Voyage, as is before related. And in 
order to thew that Parfons was the Gentleman in no. 
thing more than the outward Appearance, I cannot 
here help taking Notice of a Tranfaction of the fame 
Kind, while Parfons was confined in Newgate, before 
his Trial. 

Ic frequently happened, in his Difcourfe with Peo. 
ple concerning his Voyage, that he would {peak very 
ill-natured Words of Capt. Dobbins, and frequently 
faid, if he could have an Opportunity of feein 
Capt. Dobbins, how he would revenge himfelf for 
fome ill Ufage he had received from him in their 
Voyage and Abroad; but did not fay in what Capt. 
Dobbins had offended. It happened that Capt. Dob- 
bins was informed of what Parions had faid, and got 
a Friend to go with him to Newgate, to fee Parfons, 
and as foon as Parfons, who was inthe Lodge, faw 
him, he got up with all the Complaifance imagina- 
ble, and with his ufual Pelavery faid, good Capr. 
Dobbins, 1 hope you are wvell; which plainly indicated 
what a mean Spirit he mutt be of. 

Parfons finding Anapolis Royal would not do, he 
got to another Place in the Country, where the firft 
‘Thing of Note he did, was to produce a Letter to a 
Taylor, which was fuppofed to come from London, 
purporting, that his Father was dead, and that a 
great Eftate was come to him, and by this Scheme 
he got a Suit of Mourning. Being thus equipped, 
he made Ufe of this Letter to a greater, tho’ equally 
to as wicked a Purpofe ; for getting acquainted with 
a very reputable Merchant, he fo ingratiated him- 
felf with him, and telling many fine Stories concern- 
ing the Eftate that had fell to him, as well as the 
Title of a Baronet ; and that he only wanted a Sum 
of Money to carry him to England fuitable to his 
Dignity, he obtained of the Gentleman 701. on 
giving the Gentleman a Draft on a Merchant here, 
whom he faid was his Correfpondent. : 

Having deceiv’d this Gentleman, he ftaid with him 
a little while, and then took his Leave, in order, as 
he pretended, to come over to England ; but inftead 
of that, he went to another Part of the Country, 
where this Merchant, who had fo generoufly let him 
have the 70]. on his own fham Draft, had Dealings. 
In the Courfe of his Acquaintance with this Mer- 
chant he had fo defrauded, he underftocd with whom 
he correfponded at this Place he had now got C0 ; and 
accordingly he drew a Draft, (having fecreted a Let- 
ter to counterfeit by) for 601. payable to himfelf, as 
Sir William Parfons, Bart. on a Merchant at this 
Place, and figned it with the Name of his Friend 
whom he had before cheated of the 7ol. and dated it 
the very fame Day he left the Gentleman under Pre- 
tence of returning to England. 

It did not {uit Mr. Parfons to continue long _—

.is Correfpondent, in which Letters no Notice 
miont be taken of this 60/. Draught, fo he having 
oan the Money, he went to another Place; where he 


happened to meet with a Gentleman of Kent, who 
oe r wee 


knew him and recommended him to the Lord Fair- 
fax, who is Proprietory Governor of a large Tract 
of Land in Virginia, where he was well received ; 
but here he commited a Robbery, by breaking open 
, Cupboard, and taking thereout a confiderable Sum 
of Money, with which he immediately abfconded ; 
and the Country beginning to be too hot to tarry in, 
got toa Sea-port Town, at fome Dittance, where 
appearing as a Gentleman, he got acquainted with 
1 Merchant, to whom he alfo told the old Pretence of 
being coming to England to take Pofleilion of an 
Edate, which was left him by his Father, lately dead. 
The Merchant informed Mr. Parfons, that he had a 
Veilel almott freighted, that was bound for White- 
haven, inthe County of Cumberland, and he would 
recommend him to the Captain; and if he pleas’d to 
fay there till the Ship failed he fhould be very wel- 
cane. As the Time, in all Likelihood, would be 
but fhort before the Ship was ready to fail, he 
thank’d the Merchant for the kind Offer, and readily 
accepted it; and here Mr. Parfons, either that he had 
no Opportunity, or that he might apprehend if he 
play’d any Trick, he fhould not get fuch another 
luitable Place to get a Paffaye to England, perform’d 
none of his crafty Pranks. 

The Ship being ready to fail, Mr. Parfons went on 
board, and after a tolerable good Voyage, fhe made 
fafe into the Port of Whitehaven; and Mr. Parfons 
once more put his Feet on Englifh Ground, in the 
Month of July laft. 

He had no fooner landed, than he began his .ro- 
guifh Tricks, and pretended he was come to England 
to take Poffeflion of an Eftate, which his Father had 
left him at his Deceafe; and, by producing the Let- 
‘er which he had firft deceived the Taylor and the 
Merchant Abroad with, he obtained 75 7. of a Gen- 
veman there, for a Draft on a Banker in London, 
which Money he pretended he wanted only for fome 
Neceilaries there, and his Conveyance to London. 

_ As foon as he got to London, the firft Thing he 
cid was, he went into the Temple, and fent a Porter 
with a Meflage to an Alehoufe-Man near Temple- 
bar, to tell him a Gentleman wanted to fpeak with 
"um; who going, and finding it was Mr. Parfons, he 
“as much furprized, and advifed him to go Abroad 
again, as he would certainly be hanged if he was ap- 
prchenced. Parfons told this Gentleman, that the 
‘atention of his coming back, was only to get fome 
‘“soney of his Friends, and for that End he would go 


Cown to his Father. 


As he Was apprehended in about Six Weeks after 
~* Coming to London, and which being very re- 


narkable, we fhall here infert it, as taken from good 
Authority. 
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On the 2d of September, as Mr. Fuller, Partner 
with Mr. Honeywood a Banker, and Mr. Beft, were 
going a Journey, Parfons overtook them on ‘Turnham 
Green ; as foon as they faw his Face, they knew 
him, having feen him at Rochefter npon the former 
Affair, They did not at firft Sight take any particolae 
Notice of him, but when hecaine upto them with a 
Sneer-laughing Countenance, and kept hovering a. 
bout them, they bid him keep his Diftance, for they 
did not hike him, And bis Appearance naturally oc 
cafioned fome Reflections on the ill Ufage made of 
the Lenity and Mercy of the Government. Parfons 
rode on through Lrentford, and they followed, going 
on their Journey. After they had paffed Brenifora, 
and were come to the broad Way, call’d Smail-Berry 
Green before you come to Hounflow Town, Parfons 
loiter’d till they came up with him, and he pafs'd by 
them on Mr. Fuller’s Side of the Chair, looking ar 
him with a malignant Afpect ; and fo he do-9'd 
them fometimes before, and fometimes behind them, 
or on one Side, which was enough to raile {ome 
Thoughts of Danger in the Gentlemen's Minds, eipe 
cially as they knew the Man. And the latt ‘lime he 
ftopp'd to let them come up with him, a Perfon on 
Horfeback appeared in the Road, which might pre- 
vent perhaps his Attempts, if he had any Deiign, as 
his Behaviour gave Room te fufpect he had. 

When they had drove up into the Middle of the 
Town, and faw Parfons, Mr. Beft firftjump’d down 
fromthe Chaife, asdid Mr. Fuller foon after, both in- 
fiiting upon his furrendering immediately, or they 
would raife the Town upon him. Upon which Par- 
fons alighted from his Horfe, and in a {fubmifive, 
{upplicating Manner, begg’d Mercy, and to {peak 
with them in private. Then they took him into a 
Room, and he delivered up his Piitols, loaded and 
primed, to each one, in a very complaifant Manner. 
Mr. Day, the Matter of the Rofe and Crown, at 
Hounflow, obferv’d that Parfons in every Refpeet 
anfweredthe Defcription of a Perfon that robb'd on 
that Road, at that Time almoit every Night. Upon 
which the Gentlemen agreed, twas not proper to ler 
him go for the Sake of the Publick, and fent for a 
Conitable, who came, and upon fearching his Pockets, 
found a Horn of Gunpowder and fome Balls: Nor 
can the moft prejudiced in his Favour do otherwife 
but commend the Refolution that prevented fuch a 
Man from beiag at Liberty, leit more Mifchiefs 
fliould be done by him. 

He was accordingly carried before a Juitice of 
Peace, where after being baulk’d in the Attempt he 
made to {natch the Piftols out of the Perfon’s Hand, 
who had the Care of them before the Juftice, he begg’d 
hard for Mercy, and pleaded his Family, &c. as 
he did in all Cafes of Danger; but the Juitice thought 
proper to commit him to Newgate, and he was brought 
upinaCoach. Elis Behaviour fince in Newgate is 
not to be fpoken well of inall Refpecis; but his ge 
neral Behaviour would engage any one to think fa- 

vourably

vourably of him, till fuch Time as they thoroughly 
knew him. The Gentlemen that took him, out of 
Regard to the Family, did not chufeto be hafty inthe 
Profecution of him; but as publick Jultice requir’d 
it, they have now done it to the general Satisfaction 
of the World. Wad he lived ever fo long, he had 
been the fame Man, always deceiving himielt with 
Thoughts of deceiving the whole World. 

Mr. Parfons continu’d in Newgate till December 
Seflions, before any Bill of Indictment was found a- 
gainft him, which as foon as he was inform’d of, he 
either feigned himfelf Sick, or really was taken fo on 
the Surprize of finding himfelf indi¢ted for returning 
from Tranfportation ; and upon proper Application 
to the Court being made, his ‘I'rial was poftpon’d till 
the next Seflions, which began on the 16th of January 
laft, and Mr. Parfons being on Friday the 18th call’d 
to the Bar, was try’d and found guilty ; and on Mon- 
day the 21 ft of the fame Month, received Sentence of 
Death accordingly. 

His Behaviour under Sentence was very fedate, but 
he retained too great a Notion of being reprieved, 
till the Night preceding his Execution; when being 
anform’d he certainly muft die ‘l’o-morrow, he was 
much more compofed than before ; and then told a 
Priend, that what was fufpected of him of his having 
sobbed on the Highway was true, and that he had 
committed five Robberies on, and near Hounflow- 
Lleath, within the fix Weeks that he had been return- 
ed to London ; and he farther added, that he was out 
fiat Morning he was apprehended, with Intention to 
rob on, or about Hounflow-Heath, and that if he had 
feen ‘Things convenient, he fhould have attacked Mr. 
Fuller aud Mr. Beit, as not knowing Mr. Fuller was 
one of the Gentlemen inthe Chair, ull he turn’d and 
Joox’d at him. ‘he Reaion ef his following them, 
after they had bid him keep off, he declar’d he could 
not account for, otherwife than his Intention was only 
to cefire Mr. Fuller to take no Notice of having feen 
mim. 

Parfons wasa Perfon that was never to be believed 
many Thing he taid or did, though of a moft en- 
gaging Behaviour; and often after his being com- 
mitted to Newgate, he would tell his Story of what 
happened to him Abroad different Ways, and none 
of them the ‘Truth, excepting that Part of his Laad- 
ing at Whitehavea; butof what he did there, he ne- 
ver made mention. All his vile Actions, from the 
‘Time of his landing Abroad,.to his being appre- 
hended, was dilcovered by Gentlemen: who were 
Abroad at the faine Time, and concerned with thofe 
he had cheated and robbed, and which is prefumed 
were the Motives that prevented his being again re- 
prieved, leithe fhould do more Mifchiets. 

And here I mutt obferve one Thing extraordinary, 
and that is, A pardculir Friend of his faying to him 
one Day, that he believed there might be fome Hopes 


to fave him from being hanged, and get him to be 


simnarrte Q°¥941 t YD. ek ie ' 
tianiported again, Mr, Parfons replied, that he had 
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rather be hanged here, than be again tranfported 


For as foon as he got there, he fhould be hanged | 
what he had tranfaéted when Abroad. 

The Report that Mr. Parfons was born in Reg 
Lion-ftreet, near Red Lion-Square, was falfe, for he 
was born at a Village named Standton-on-the- W ov}des 
near Nottingham, where the Family’s Seat is. 

After his Execution, his Body was put into 
Hearfe, and carried to Paddington, where an Expe. 
riment was intended to be tried on him, to bring him 
again to Life; but a Perion, who faid he was an 
Officer, rode after the Hearfe, and informed the Dri. 
ver and Undertaker’s Man, that he was ordered 
to fee what became of the Body; but it was after. 
wards believed, that this Perfon was only put upon 
doing what he did by fome particular Friends of 
Parfons’s, left they fhould carry the Body to a pri. 
vate Surgeon’s, to be anatomized: However, this did 
not prevent them from trying their intended Expe- 
riment, and accordingly a Surgeon cut him in the 
Vein on the Left Side of his Neck, and he bled 2 
creat Quantity, but all to no Purpofe. 

His Friends, after giving over all Thoughts of 
fetching him to Life again, had his Body put into a 
Coffin, which was covered with Black, where he lay 
till the Sunday following, when he was Carried in the 
Evening, in a Hearfe, attended with two Mourning 
Coaches, in each of which were four Perfons, to 
Pancras Church-yard, and there interr’d in a Grave 
adjoining to the Place where fome of his Anceters, 
on his Mother’s Side, lay buried, according to his own 
Deiire. 

Mr. Parfons being informed, a few Days before his 
Execution, that his Father had defired Mr. Bruerton, 
a Founder near St. James’s-Church, (the fame Perfon 
we have before {poke of, to have made the Contra’ 
for his Paflage, and Payment of his Annuity Abroac) 


for 


‘to get his Body decently interred, and which was in- 


tended to be done in St. James's Church-yard, he Was 
feemingly very unealy, and defired it, as his laft Re- 
queit, that it might not be fo, but that he might be 
buried in Pancras Church-yard ; and that a particular 
Clergyman might be defired to fay the Funeral 


Service. 


A little while before the Coffin was faftened up, 
the fame Afternoon it was interr’d, a Quantity of un- 
flack’d Lime was put therein, and then fome Water 
poured over it, which was done to confume the Body, 
(which was imagined it would do in 24 Hours) to 
prevent it from being of any Service to a Surgeon. 

The Report of a Mourning Ring, of Ten Pounce 
Value, being made by his DireGions a few Days be- 
fore his Execution, had fome Truth in it, for a Ring 
Of a Guinea Price was made, and the Motto in *

They retreated to the Woods 
fo that we have Communication fome Miles thro’ the 
Country, evento Annapolis Reyal. Our Governor is uni. 
verfally refpeGted here: Heis a very humane Man.

Capt. Bourke’s Ship was a fine Veffel, with a valuable
